Soul winning is the main busi- | 


ness of a Christian. The saving of 
sinners is the thing nearest to the 
heart of God. For that Christ came 
to earth and lived and died and 
rose again. Even now the angels 
in Heaven rejoice more over one 
sinner that repents than over 
ninety-nine just persons that need 
no repentance. Soul winning is the 
eternal business. One sows and 
reaps for the endless ages of glory 
when he gives the gospel to sin- 
ners. 

How may I win souls? That 
should be the chief concern of ev- 
ery child of God. The Scripture 
says, “Let him that heareth say, 
Come.” And the Great Commission 
is given to every Christian that 
we should go into all the world 
and make disciples. 

The Bible has much to say about 
how.to“win souls. Here in Psalm 
226:6 is God’s way of winning 
souls clearly laid out. A medita- 
tion on this. passage, directed by 
the Holy Spirit, should certainly 
make clear God’s infallible method 
in the winning of souls. 

The 126th Psalm is a Psalm of 
revival. 


"When the Lord turned again 
the captivity of Zion, we were like 
them that dream. 

"Then was our mouth filled with 
laughter, and our tongue with sing- 
ing: then said they among the 
heathen, The Lord hath done great 
things for them.

126:6 


"The Lord hath done great 
things for us; whereof we are glad. 

“Turn again in our captivity, O 
Lord, as the streams in the south. 

"They that sow in tears shal/ 
reap in joy. 

"He that goeth forth and weep- 
eth, bearing precious seed, shall 
doubtless come again with rejoic- 
ing, bringing his sheaves with 
him." 


“When the Lord turned again the 
captivity of Zion, we were like 
them that™dream.” The captivity 
referred to must be the Babyloni- 
an captivity. We do not know the 
author of this Psalm but we know 
it is inspired of God. David wrote 
many Psalms, Solomon, Moses, 
Asaph and others wrote some. The 
inspired writer here recalls the 
happy revival when the remnant 
under Néhemiah and Ezra re- 
turned from Babylon to build 
again the walls of Jerusalem and 
the Temple. It seemed too good tu 
be true —it was almost like a hap- 
py dream when God turned the 
eaptivity of Zion. 

Then their mouths were filled 
with happy laughter. It was not 
frivolous laughter but the deep, 
joyous laughter so close to tears, 
so close to the shouting of praise. 
I have never yet broken out into 
uncontrollable shouting of praise 
but sometimes I have been so hap- 
py that I could not refrain from 
laughter. So Sarah must have felt 


when God gave her the promised 
boy in her old age and she called 
him Isaac, “Laughter!’’ Many of 
us look back with mingled joy 
and longing to the times of great 
revival and blessing in the past 
when our mouths were filled with 
laughter and our tongues with 
singing. 

“Then said they among the 
heathen, The Lord hath done great 
things for them. The Lord HATH 
done great things for us; whereot 
we are glad.” The heathen people 
were impressed with the marvel- 
ous deliverance God gave His peo- 
ple. Real Heaven-sent revivals are 
like that. Outsiders know that God 
has visited His people. A great 
moving of repentance among the 
people of God, of tears, of restitu- 
tion and reformation, times of joy 
and blessing and reconciliation, 
make a profound impression upon 
a community round about. Such 
had been the revival to which the 
Psalmist here refers. And then his 
heart cries out to God for a re- 
turn of revival. “Turn again our 
captivity, O Lord, as the streams 
in the south,” 

There are other captivities worse 
than being carried into Babylon. 
Our churches are cold, our hearts 
are cold, our prayers are cold. The 
Bible becomes a dull Book. The 
ministry becomes a thankless task, 
a burden to be borne. Our services 
become mere form, our songs are 
meaningless. We feel the parching 
drouth of worldliness. Our souls

long for a breath from Heaven. We 
need a rain of the Spirit of God up- 
on His people. We are carried Ccap- 
tive by our sins and are crushe:! 
by the world about us. Oh, God, 
turn our captivity again! 


The Psalmist prays a big prayer 
and asks for a great revival. He 
prays, “Turn again our captivity, 
O Lord, as the streams in the 
south.” He has in mind possibly 
the Nile River, rising in Lake Tana 
in Ethiopia and then flowing down 
through the hills to the broad 
plains of Egypt where every year. 
until conquered by the British 
dam, it overflowed all the banks 
and watered the lowland. It irri- 
gated the valleys and enriched the 
soil with overwhelming flood tides 
of resistless water! May God seni 
that kind of revival! As the song 
says, “Mercy drops round us are 
falling, but for the showers we 
plead.” 

The Psalmist may have had i.' 
mind the Buphrates and Tigris 
Rivers, great broad streams thai 
flow together and then sweep ma- 
jestically on southward to empty 
their mighty burden in the gulf. 
We need to pray for and expect 
and try to have revivals that are 
as mighty as “the streams in the 
south.”’ 

“They that sow in tears shall 
reap in joy” the Scripture says. 
Revival: and soul winning are al- 
ways matters of sowing and reap- 
ing. It costs to be a soul winner. 
Soul winning should be a matter of 
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the deepest concern. If a soul win 
ner is willing to sow in tears, he 
will certainly be able to reap ‘n 
joy. 

In verse 6 we have a clear out 
line of God’s way to win souls 
and the certainty of results. 

“He that goeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing precious 
seed, shall dou btiess come 
again with rejoicing, bringing 
his sheaves with him.” 

Analyze that verse and we find 
these five parts in God's plan of 
soul winning: 

1. “He that goeth forth” 
THE GO in soul winning. 

2. “And weepeth” — THE BROS- 
EN HEART in soul winning. 

3. “Bearing precious seed” - 
THE WORD OF GOD in soul wi 
ning. 


4. “Shall doubtless come again 
... bringing his sheaves with 
him” — THE CERTAINTY OF 


RESULTS with God’s method. 

5. “Rejoicing ... bringing his 
sheaves with him” THE JOY 
OF THE REAPERS, or a soul win- 
ner’s reward. 


The “Go" In Soul Winning 

God’s Word puts going as the 
first requirement in soul winning. 
How like the Great Commission 
when Jesus said, “Go ye into all 
the world’ {Mark 16:15), and 
again, “Go ye therefore,” (Matt. 
28:19). The main reason Chris- 
tians do not win souls is that they 
simply do not get at it. The one 


' who wins souls is the one who tries 
: 
to win souls, the one who talks to 
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sinners, the one who makes it his 
business. 

Many have the impression that 
the best man or woman is the 
best soul winner — that the Chris- 
tian who has the highest moral 
standards, pays his debts, avoids 
worldliness, attends church, tithes. 
etc., will automatically be the best 
soul winner; but that is not true. 
If it were true then every Phari- 
see would have been a wonderful 
soul winner but they were not 
And many a Christian today wh» 
prays, reads his Bible, attends 
church and carefully watches his 
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daily life, yet never wins a soui. 
That is tragic, but true. 

How often in revivals a good 
sister or brother rises to tecti1y 
and says, “I want to live such 4 
godiy life that sinners will see 
my aa@iy walk and be saved.” ‘in. 
fact is, their living a godly lite 
does not win sinners to Christ. 
‘hat is not the way God has ap- 
pointed to get sinners saved. Liv- 
ing a godly lite is important, vilai- 
ly important, for the one who 
would be a soul winaer, but tne 
first condition of soul winning, di- 
vinely appointed, is this—- get up 
and go alter sinners! 

Soul winners ougnt to know the 
Bible but the best Bibie students 
are often not the best soul win- 
ners, Many, many times in reviv- 
als | have seen it true thai 
preachers would sit in the serv- 
ices, enjoy the sermons, pray in 
public and show an active inter- 
est, but they would win very few 
Sinners to Christ. The average 
preacher is not a good personal 
soul winner. But in the same re- 
vival I have seen many, many 
times a young person who had not 
been long converted, who knew 
little about the Bible and had littie 
time to grow in Christian grace, 
yet he so persistently and earnest- 
ly went after his friends until he 
won far more souls than the preacr - 
ers. I have known a fifteen year old 
girl to win more souls in a revival 
than a half a dozen sincere preach- 
ers and the reason was that she 
obeyed the command of the Scrip- 
tures to go after that which was 
lost. If you want to be a soul win- 
ner the first thing to do is to “go!” 


I have known mothers and fa- 
thers who let their childen grow 
up about them lost, in the midst 
of prayers, Bible reading and mora! 
teaching. They never once earnest- 
ly, lovingly, and persistently 
pressed the matter of definite and 
immediate decision for Christ. 
Among the hundreds of sinners I 
have dealt with. no cases are sad- 
der than the unsaved sons and 
daughters of ministers. I frequent- 
ly find them. Young people tell 
me how they were accustomed to 
family prayer in the home and 
how they believed with all thei: 
heart in the sincerity of mother's 
and father’s faith. Yet- it seems 
mother and father never went after 
their children for definite and im- 
mediate decision. There is no pos- 
sible substitute for the “go” in soul 
winning. Doubtless Paul the apos- 
tle was the greatest of all the apos- 
tigs. His greatness lay most of all, 


I think, in that, as he himself 
said, he was “in labours more 
abundant.” 


Do not get the idea that soul 
winning is a matter of talent. Peo- 
ple do not win souls because they 
are educated, because they are pe- 
culiarly fitted by nature for it, be- 
cause of a magnetic personality, 
or for any such reason. Those 
Christians who-win the most souls 
are those who most persistently 
and with the greatest abandon go 
after sinners. 

We must realize that soul wir- 
ning is not done in human power 
and human wisdom. It takes the 
power of the Holy Spirit to convict 
and to convert a sinner. But re- 
member that Jesus said, “go... 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world” (Matt. 
28:19, 20). The obedient heart wh» 
sets about the Master’s business, 
obeying His plain command to win 
souls is far more likely to have the 
power of the Holy Spirit upon him, 
soul winning power. Going is 
God’s first requirement for sou! 
winning. 


One who would win souls must 
“be instant in season, out of sea- 
son” (II Tim. 4:2). The best soul 
winners are those who go when it 
is convenient and then go when it 
is not convenient. “Blessed are ye 
that sow beside all waters” (Isa. 
32:20). That is just another way 
of saying, “Blessed is the soul win- 
ner that tries to reach every sin- 
ner possible.” Again, “He that ob- 
serveth the wind shall not sow, 
and he that regardeth the clouds 
shall not reap” (Eccl. 11:4). You 
may think you do not know enough 
Scripture to win souls but in a few 
minutes you can learn John 3:135 
and that has led to thousands oi 
conversions. Use it and go.. You 
may feel you do not know what to 
say. Ask God to give you the mes- 
eage and go! You may not know 
to whom you should speak first, but 
if in loving obedience you go, the 
Holy Spirit will direct your steps 
and your words. “He that goeth

forth” 
souls. 

It is said that in the last years 
of the war between the states, a 
farmer was drafted into the Con- 
federate army. He did not know 
the drill manual. He did not know 
how to keep step on the march ocr 
how to salute. He knew none of 
the bugie calls. But he brought his 
squirrel rifle and when the com- 
mand was given to attack he 
charged the Yankee lines, joining 
in the rebel yell. However, the 
grey-coated Confederates were cut. 
numbered and were soon driven 
back. The bugle blew “retreat” and 
the thin grey line withdrew ‘to 
safer ground. As the battered 
soldiers treated their wounded, 
prepared their camp and drew up 
breast works in the late afternoon, 
some one said, “Poor old Jim! He 
was either killed or taken prisoner 
in the first battle he was in! Too 
bad he didn’t know the bugle cail 
to retreat and ran right into the 
nest of the Yankees.’’ But about 
sundown they saw two tired fel- 
lows coming over the hill. The one 
in front had on a blue uniform and 
the man behind wore a grey. Some- 
body had taken a prisoner! As 
he saw the camp, he prodded his 
prisoner with a bayonet and some- 
body shouted, “It is Jim! It is 
Jim! Jim’s got a prisoner! Wher: 
did you get him, Jim?”’ The farm- 
er recruit drew up angrily. He 
felt they had all deserted him in 
the first battle! “Where did I get 
him?” he said. “Why the woods 
are full of them! Why don’t yo 
get one yourself?” So the world is 
full of sinners if you only go afte 
them. 

My dear Christian friends, some- 
where near you is a poor, Icst soul, 
someone who would listen to you, 
someone who is burdened, someone 
who realizes he needs Christ. Thai 
soul is not saved because nobody 
has gone to tell him the message 
of salvation. “Go’’ is the first com- 
mand of God to the soul winner. 
He that goeth forth is the man 
that returns with sheaves. If you 
want to be a soul winner then com- 
mit yourself to this holy business 
and go after sinners. Other things 
are necessary but this is most nec 
essary. If you would be a winner 
of souls, then you must go forth. 


The Broken Heart In Soul Winning 

“He that goeth forth and weep- 
eth,” the Psalmist says, will come 
back with sheaves rejoicing. Be- 
yond all doubt, this is another es- 
sential for the soul winner. If go- 
ing forth is the first requirement of 
a soul winner, perhaps even the 
going involves a broken heart. I{ 
we care as we ought, we will go. 
A broken heart will send us forth. 


It is amazing that we have few 
tears when there is so much to 
weep about. Have you ever felt 
the compassion that Jesus had as 
He looked on the multitude? Have 
you ever experienced what was in 
His heart as He wept over Jeru- 
salem and said, “O Jerusalem, Je- 
rusalem, thou that killest the proph- 
ets, and stonest them which are sent 
unto thee, how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, 
even as a hen gathereth her chick- 
ens under her wings, and ye would 
not!” ? The love of the shepherd 
for the lost sheep, the tender com- 
passion of the father for his 
prodigal son, exemplify the broken 
heart of God and of Christ over 
sinners. If we are to win souls 
as we ought, we must go weeping. 


Sometimes preachers are 
ashamed to weep; more often our 
hearts are too cold to weep over 
sinners. It was not so with Paul. 
To the assembled elders of Ephe- 
sus, Paul urgently said, ““Therefore 
watch, and remember, that by the 
space of three years I ceased not 
to warn everyone night and day 
with tears” (Acts 20:31). Paul 
warned people night and day. In 
verse 20 of the same chapter he 
declares that he taught “publicly 
and from house to house.” Paul 
went forth to win souls ‘publicly 
and from house to house and night 
and day. He put the “Go” in soul 
winning. But best ofall, he went 
with tears! They that sow in tears 
shall reap in joy, and he that go- 
eth forth and weepeth is the one 
who will come back rejoicing with 
sheaves, 

Often I am amazed at the cal- 
lousness of my own heart. How 
strangely absorbed we become in 
the things about us until we have 
little concern about souls to be 
eternally blessed or to be eternally 
tormented!

You had met day by day 
Should never be told about Jesus” 
Are you willing that he 
In the judgment should say, 
‘No one ever told me of Jesus?’ ”’ 


When I first began preaching, 
I remember how I wept from the 
beginning to the end of my ser- 
mons. I was embarrassed about 
it. This was wholly unlike the 
college debating, the commence- 
ment addresses and other public 
speaking I had been accustomed 
to doing. The tears flowed down 
my cheeks almost continually, and 
I was so broken up that some- 
times I could scarcely talk. Then 
I grew ashamed of my tears and 
longed to speak more logically. As 
I recall, I asked the Lord to give 
me better control of myself as | 
preached. My tears soon vanished 
and I found I had only the dry 
husk of preaching left. Then f 
begged God to give me again the 
broken heart, the concern, even if 
it meant tears in public and trem- 
bling voice. I feel the same need 
today. We preachers ought to cry 
out like Jeremiah, “Oh, that my 
head were waters, and mine eyes 
a fountain of tears, that I might 
weep day and night for the slain 
of the daughter of my people!” 
(Jer. 9:1). 

The personal soul winner needs 
a broken heart. The cold and cal- 
lous sinner can, it may be, answer 
all your arguments and withstand 
all your pleas, but he has no argu- 
ment against tears. If you have a 
holy compassion that is given o: 
God, wrought by the Holy Spirit 
in your heart, until tears flow dowa 
your face as you talk to sinners, 
then you have a magnet that must 
tug at the heart of the coldest 
and hardest of unbelievers. After 
all, nothing can prove you and your 
message better than a love like 
Christ had for sinners. It is not

hard to believe that God so loved, / 


the world that He gave His Son 
if those of us who tell about: it 
have some of the same love to’ 
transform our appeal and give 
urgency to our message. May God 
give us tears! 

After all, humanly speaking, 
there must be a multitude who are 
unsaved because nobody especial! 
ly cares. Many a man has felt in 
his heart the cry of the Psalmist, 
“No man cared for my soul!” A 
college senior told me weeping 
after I had just won him to Christ 
“Nobody seemed to care whether 
I was saved or not!” It is one 
of the standing complaints that the 
Ssimner and the backslider has 
against our modern churches that 
when they go to church no one 
seems to Care, no one shakes hand 
with them, no one seems glad to 
see them. 

A seventeen year old boy i2 
Waxahachie told Mrs. Rice that no 
one had ever in his life talked to 
him about being a Christian. His

members, he had often attended 
Sunday School and church and re- 
vivals and yet no one had ever

“Climb to the treasure house of blessing on the 
ladder made of divine promises. By a promise as by a 
key open the door to the riches of God’s grace and 


favor.’’ 
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We are so professional, so formal, 
that we let people all around us 
go to hell because we do not really 
care. If we had a broken heart 
over sinners like the dear Saviour 
had, if we went forth weeping, find- 
ing those that need the Saviour, 
we would feel responsible to fing 
out those who were lost. Many are 
hard-hearted and indifferent. Many 
do not want to discuss their sad, 
lost condition and Jesus Christ, the 
remedy. But if we go with tears 
our broken hearts, full of tender 
love for sinners for whom Jesus 
died, we will find those who can be 
saved and who ought to be saved. 

How shameful it will be for 
many Christians when they hear 
the plaintive cry of lost sinners 
at judgment that “No man cared 
for my soul!”” I know that all who 
reject Christ are wicked sinners and 
without excuse. Men ought to seek 
the Saviour and find Him and He 
is not far from any penitent heart. 
But I know also that any Christian 
who does not love and seek sin- 
ners is without excuse. He is un- 
true to His Saviour, ungrateful for 
his own salvation and disobedient 
to the great commission God has 
given him. May God give us 
tender, broken hearts and weeping 
eyes as we go out to win souls. 


Nothing in this world will take 
the place of tears. Tears touch 
the heart of God. He said to Hez- 
ekiah, “I have heard thy prayer, 
I have seen thy tears; behold, I wil 
add unto thy days fifteen years” 
(Isaiah 38:5). If tears touch the 
heart of God, we may be sure that 
they someway make a way into 
the hardest human hearts. Noth- 
ing proves a soul winner's sinceri- 
ty like his broken heart, his tear- 
ful concern. I well know that there 
is a difference in my preaching 
when God gives me a Heavenly 
compassion for sinners until I can- 
not keep back the tears; until I 
yearn over sinners in the tender- 
est, broken-hearted anxiety. “He 
that goeth forth and weepeth,” 
the Scripture says, is the man who 
will come back rejoicing with his 
sheaves. The broken heart is in- 
dispensable for the soul winner. 
And if you do not have a broken, 
tender heart; a concern for sin- 
ners, and tears over their los! 
condition, then, I suggest that yo : 
wait before God and plead until 
the Holy Spirit gives you this 
Christ-like concern, this shepherd- 
heart to seek the lost ones. Wait 
before the Lord until He gives 
you tears out of His boundless. 
world-embracing, broken-hearted 
love for sinners! Then go forth 
with tears. 


The Word of God In Soul Winning 


The soul winner must go forth 
not only weeping but “bearing 
precious seed.’’ The Saviour in the 
parable of the sower tells us, “The 
seed is the Word of God” (Luke 
8:11). This is the precious seed 
that the soul winner must carry 
if he would come back wit. 
sheaves, 

How important it is that we take 
the good seed, the only seed thac 


has the divine power to spring up 
in the human heart with the fruit 
of salvation. The would-be soul 
winner must know ahead of time 
that he cannot win souls by human 
wisdom, human influence, persona! 
magnetism, or tact. He goes, not 
to reform men, but to save them. 
A reforntation might take place 
without a supernatural, divine act 
in the heart. Men have been known 
to leave off drinking, cursing, or 
even a career of crime, under th« 
moral influence of some strong 
character or some great life. But 
I must remind you now that thar 
is not salvation. Unless there is 
a supernatural change of heart, a 
regeneration, a new birth, the sin 

ner is still a lost sinner, a rejecter 
of Christ, a rebel against God 

justly condemned and Hell-bound. 
Admit it now, dear soul winner, 
you must have Heavenly help in 
this business of saving sinners. 
“For the weapons of our warfar2 
are not carnal, but mighty througn 
God to the pulling down of strony 
holds” (II Cor. 10:4). You must 
take supernatural weajons for this 
warfare, supernatural seed for this 
sowing. You must take the living, 
supernatural Word of God. “The 
Word of God is quick, and power- 
ful, and sharper than any two- 
edged sword, piercing even to the 
dividing asunder of soul and spir- 
it, and of the points and marrow, 
and is a discerner of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart” (Hebrews 
4:12). Remember the Word of Gou 


to Jeremiah, “Is not my word like | 


as a fire? saith the Lord! and like 
a hammer that breaketh the rock 
in pieces?” (Jeremiah 23:29). 

Depend upon the Word of God 
to bring conviction. You cannot 
out-talk a sinner. Do not depend 
upon long, drawn out arguments. 
Place your dependence upon the 
sharp Word of God. This is Holy 
seed and within every verse there 
is the germ. of eternal life. The 
soul winner must have confidence 
in the living Word of God. It is 
inspired of God. It is eternally cor- 
rect. The Word of God reveals 
every sinner’s condition. It shows 
the love of God. It’s promises are 
so faithful that faith comes by 
hearing the Word of God. If you 
go forth weeping sowing this seed 
you may expect a blessed harvest. 

The soul winner ought to learn 
by memory many, Many Scrip 
tures. He should saturate himselt 
in the message of the Word of God. 
He should speak in terms of the 
Word. He should surrender himself 
to the Holy Spirit who is the au 
thor of the Word. When the Spir- 
it wields the Sword of the Spirit 
then a mighty work is done. 


Often some wife has said, “Oh, 
Brother Rice, I hope you can say 
something that will touch my hus- 
band’s heart.” Let us not think 
that illustrations, logic or songs or 
poems will win souls. These are 
useful and blessed of God only as 
they carry the WORD and as they 
shed light and understanding upon 
the Word of God. Blessed is the 
soul winner who quotes a Scrip 
ture, or better yet, often, who 
points a Scripture out to the sin- 
ner and has him read it. There 
are Scriptures to fit every case, 
and the well prepared, Spirit-led 
soul winner will use the Word of 
God with mighty effect. 

Once in our home a group agreed 
to pray while a young woman 
went to see a girl friend to win 
her to Christ. We prayed until we 
felt the assurance, that God had 
heard and then I went to find the 
young women, the soul winner and 
the sinner. When I found them the 
lost girl stood in a kitchen door

The Certainty of Results 


The Scripture says that “He that. 
goeth forth and weepeth, bearing 
precious seed, shall DOUBTLESS 
come again with rejoicing, bring- 
ing his sheaves with him.” There 
is a certainty about results when 
we go in God’s way. God’s plans 
are infallible. Anybody in the 
world can be a soul winner if he 
is willing to go in the way God 
has laid out here in His Word. The 
word “doubtless” here means with- 
out any doubt in the world. 

I know that you will not win 
every sinner you approach. You 
may have to plead with ten sin- 
ners to win one or with a hundred 
to win ten or with a thousand to 
win a hundred. When the sower 
of whom Jesus spoke went forth 
to sow, some seed fell by the way- 
side and were carried away by the 
birds without sprouting. I know 
that many sinners will never listen 
seriously to the gospel. Satan takes 
the seed out of their hearts be- 
fore it has time to take root. Other 
seed fell among stones. Some 
hearts are too hard, it seems, for 
the Word of God to take any per. 
manent root. In other sad cases 
where people receive the Word it 
is so choked by the cares of this 
world and the deceitfulness of rich- 
es that it brings no fruit to per- 
fection. We need not expect everv 
sinner to be saved that we talk to. 
But thank God, some seed will fall 
in good soil and bring forth fruit, 
some thirty, some sixty and some 
an hundredfold. Did you ever 
“drop corn” on the farm? If so, 
you planted two, three, or four 
grains of corn in each hill. Only 
one good stalk of corn is desired 
in a hill but a crow may get one 
seed and a cut worm another. Some 
seed will not sprout. So to insure 
a good stand one must use more 
seed than he expects to come to 
full fruitage. The, cotton planter 
plants cotton seed thickly in a row 
and when it comes up it is thinned 
out to a proper stand. Not every 
seed comes to mature fruitage but 
the one who uses plenty of seed 
makes a crop. 

The soul winner should know 
ahead of time that he will have 
disappointments. We will never 
win all the lost to Christ. “Wide 
is the gate, and broad is the way, 
that leadeth to destruction, and 
many there be which go in there- 
at” (Matt. 7:13). More people will 
be lost than will be saved. We wilil 
never get the world converted. But 
the soul winner who goes forth 
weeping, bearing precious seed wil! 
snatch some brands fromthe burn- 
ing. He will come back with his 
sheaves. 

If you go out to seek lost people. 
you will find some are not at home. 
Others will not listen. A thousani 
hinderances will prevent the con- 
summation of your purpose. But 
where one family has moved, you 
will find another with lost mem- 
bers. Where one will not hear, you 
will find somebody else eager for 
the message. You may have to 
turn from the rich to the poor, 
from the merry to the sad before 
you find a willing audience for 
your message. You may have tv 
turn from your own loved ones 
and family unsaved to find a 
stranger. If those about you will 
not hear you, you. may. have to go 
to those in the hospitals and jails. 
But you may be sure that he that 
goeth forth and weepeth, bearing 
precious seed, shall certainly come 
back with souls. It will take go- 
ing, it will take a broken heart 
and it will take the life giving 
Word of God, but this combination 
never fails. 


“Go then, ever weeping, sowing for 
the Master, 
Tho’ the loss sustained, our spirit 
often grieves; 
When our weeping’s over, He wiil 
bid us welcome, 
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We shall come rejoicing, bring- 
ing the sheaves.’ 


The Soul Winner's Joy 


When one goes forth and weeps 
and bears precious seed and comes 
back with sheaves, then how fit- 
ting that divine inspiration should 
say, he shall “doubtless come again 
with REJOICING, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” 

There is no joy like the soul win- 
ner’s joy. The shepherd who comes 
home with the one lost sheep “‘call- 
eth together his friends and neigh- 
pours, saying unto them, Rejoice 
with me; for I have found my 
sheep which was lost.’”” The woma . 
who loses a piece of silver and finds 
it then “calleth her friends ancl 
her neighbours together, saying 
Rejoice with me; for I-have foun 
the piece which I had lost.” And 
when the prodigal son comes back 
to the father they kill the fatted 
calf and the happy home is marked 
by a feasting and rejoicing over 
the boy which was dead and is 
alive again and was lost and is 
found! 

So we are told that “likewise joy 
shall be in heaven over one sinner 
that repenteth, more than over 
ninety and nine just persons, which 
need no repentance” and again, 
“Likewise, I say unto you, there is 
joy in the presence. of the angels 
of God over one sinner that re- 
penteth.” It is only fitting that 
they that sow in tears should reap 
in joy and so when we share the 


compassionate heart of the Saviour, 
God allows us to share too, the 
joy which is in the presence of the 
angels. It was the soul winner's 
joy that Jesus had in mind when 
He was willing to die for sinners, 


He “who, for the joy that was set 


before Him, endured the cross, de- 
spising the shame” (Heb. 12:2). 


He had in mind thé joy of the reap- | 


ing. In the marvelous 53rd chapter 
of Isaiah where we are told that 
Jesus would bear our iniquities and 
that with His stripes we should 
be healed because He was to pour 
out His soul unto death, then we 
are told too, that “He shall see 
of the travail of his soul, and sha!! 
be satisfied.’”’ The Lord Jesus Him- 
self will come rejoicing, bringing 
in the sheaves, and all that have 
some part in the sowing and some 
part in His weeping will rejoice 
with Him “when the saints come 
marching in.”’ When “they sha!! 
come from the east and from the 
west and shall sit down with Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob in the king- 
dom of God,’ what a time of re- 
joicing that will be for all who 
sowed the precious seed and wa- 
tered it with tears! 


Others have the fame and plaud- 
its of this world. Let Congress 
make the laws, and the President 
override the Constitution, and let 
vulgar and immoral movie stars 
have the limelight in the nation’s 
press, but when the soul winner 
who has gone forth after sinners, 
has wept over them and planted 
in their hearts the Word of Gcd— 
when the soul winner: comes back 
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with the drunkard saved and made 
sober, with the harlot made pure 
and clean, or even with a little 
child transformed into a child of 
God by being born again, the soui 
winner has the best of the bar- 
gain. And if we get some gleams 
of joy here in the midst of our 
weeping, oh! what a joyful rear- 
ing when the Saviour comes anid 
gathers up His jewels, and We see 
for the first time the fulness of 
our reaping! 

The soul winner then must take 
the long look and by faith look 
forward to the happy time when 
he will be paid a hundredfold for 
all his tears, all his sorrows, and 
all his self-denials. 

Christian, if you are defeated, 
discontented, unhappy; if you have 
lost the joy of the Lord and you 
do not enjoy prayer and the Si- 
ble and Christian service as you 
once did, then what you need to 
do is to give yourself with a holv 
abandon to going after sinners, 
weeping, bearing precicus seed 
When you come back, as you 
doubtless will, the Scripture says, 
with sheaves, then you will come 
rejoicing. Lost joy will be re. 
stored to the Christian who wins 


souls. 

Just now the morning mal 
comes and with it a letter, inclos- 
ing a copy of my booklet, “What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?” with a 
decision slip signed.
